THE STRAWBERRY 
AND IT’S CULTURE 


_ The wild strawberry is widely dis- 
tributed throughout the world, and 
although the fruit is small it has. & 
flavor preferred by many people to 
the garden yarieties. 
Varieties cultivation 
numerous, most of them derived from 
the Chilean and Virginian species. All 
of them are good, but some are hard- 
ier than others and therefore more 
suitable to our immediate, neighbour- 


the plants from heating or drying out. 
They should be heeled in until they 
ean be planted: this is done by mak- 
ing a V shaped trench about 8 inches 
deep, shake out tthe plants and place 
n a row in the trench, close together 
keeping the crowns level with thhe 
surfa¢e of the graund,. Cover the 
roots with a light covering Qt soil and 
proceed to place another — layer of 
plants until they are all heeled in and 
watér thoroughly: 

Set plants in rows 1% to 18 inches 
between the plants and 2% to 3. feet 
between the rows. . The best tool for 
this purpose is a dibble but a spade

{iow they will die, It is therefore of 
the utmost importance that they be 
set out at proper depth. All roots 
should be below, and the crown of 
the plant just level with thhe ground.

Remove te first blooms on Ever- 
bearing varieties and all but two run- 
ners which should he laid lengthwise 
in the row. 

Immediately after setting com- 
mence cultivation not more than two 
or three inches deep and as close to 
the plants'as possible. Keep the 
surface loose, free from weeds and 
grass. Spread straw or stable man- 
ure containing a large proportion of 
straw round the plants, this will help 
retain moisture and keep the fruit off 
the ground. 

It” during a spell of hot, ary *weath- 
er the plants begin to suffer for want 
of moisture and watering must be 
resorted to, the best plan is to make 
a hole with a posthole auger, or crow- 
bar, bétween every two plants, from 
to 1% feet deep and fill with water, 
preferably in thhe evening, when the 
water has soaked in fill up the holes. 

Strawberry plants for all their size 
produce a very large amount of fruit 
and they naturally require a corres- 
ponding amount of plant food. Com 
mercial fertilizers are good and easy 
of application, but a simpler less ex- 
pensive: and more satisfactory plan 
is to take a pail of fresh manure, put 
it into a gunny sack and allow it: to 
soak in a barrel of water, making 


Senator Dunlop is a very popular 
variety, of vigorous growth, hardy and 
produces a large quantity of big dark 
red, glossy berries, studded with 
bright yellow seeds which add greatly 
to its appearance. The fruit is of fine 
form and excellent flavor. These two 
varieties should be planted together. 
for colonization. : 

Progressive everbearing (per) is a 
strong vigorous grower and a good 
drought resister. The fruit is medium 
large of a delicious flavor and nearly 
free from acid, making it a general 
favourite. 

Supberb Everbearing is a ‘and ot 
low. spreading habit, not as produc- 
tive Progressive, but producing 
larger dark red berries of excellent 
flavor from June till late fall. 

Strawberry plants are divided into 
two sexes; small or bisexual and fe- 
male or pistillate. The male variéties 
produce’ blossoms having ,both male 
and female organs, are self pollen- 
izing and will produce fruit independ- 
ently of the famale or pistiate var- 
jeties.

The Trench Silo 


The trench’ silo has been tried aad 
found suecessful for Manitoba  con- 
ditions on the Brandon Experimental 
Farm. The silo was made and filled in 
the autumn of 1922. A description of 
it appears in the report of the Superin- 
tendent for last’ year. A_ suitable lo- 
cation~ from the standpoint of con- 
venience, drainage and shelter from 
drifting snow was selected. The ex- 
cavation was mdde on a southern: side 
of a gently slopink hill convenient to 
the open steer-feeding pens and shelter 
ed to some extent by native oak trees, 
The trench was dug thirty feet long, 
twenty feet.wide, and eight feet deep. 
The walls along both sides and at one 
end of the “silo were kept perpendicular 
while the other end was made td slope 
to the ground level in order to make 
easier the drawing out of silage’ dur- 
ing the winter. The silo was filled in 
the usual way swith an ensilage -cutter 
and the silage thoroughly tramped 
in by the men who were spreading, 
and by a horse which was ridden over 
and over the loose surface during. the 
operation of filling. The silo was 
found, when filled in this manner, to 
accommodate forty-five: tons of corn 
silage. The silo was covered with a 
thick layer of; wet straw and weight- 
ed down. in the centre by. two land, 
packers.
